BISHOP UAI1TS HETEPTIOIf

After Keren Sfontb* Absence In (be Old
World.A Cordial Greeting Extended
lo the Reverend Prelate.

Biabop J. J. Kain, after an absence of
over seven months, arrived in this city
yesterday morning, greeted by the out*
pouring of bis diocese, and weighted down
by the cordial congratulations of the people
generally. The Bishop is a man who is
entirely.worthy of the respect shown him
and deserves the confidence expressed by
the generous reception extended to him.
The reverend prelate is peculiarly affa¬

ble in manner, of pleasant disposition, of
agreeable and polished manners, and is

possessed of a warm and tender heart.
We do not wonder that his people
were giad to welcome him back,
and we were grateful for the
opportunity afforded us in witness¬
ing the ovations extended to him at dif¬
ferent points along the line of the B. & 0.
R. Km which served to convince us that
our estimate of his popularity was hot too
fulsome. A man of toe Bishop's sunny,
genial nature will captivate any heart and
tune the heartstrings of enthusiasm to a

joyful anthem. The Bishop in disposition
and character, from our brief acquaintance
with him puts us in mind of that expres¬
sive quatrain.

Leaving the Mcount of the reception of
the reverend visitor to anotner place in
this article, we propose to devote the ini-
tial portion to an interview we had with
the Bishop.

These gentlemen
met the Bishop at Grafton at 7 o clock yes¬
terday morning, besides numerous others
who we're citizens of Grafton. The train
after a fow moments delay moved off to¬
wards Wheeling aud the iiishop was im¬
mediately the centre of a group of anxious
friends who pressed around the reverend
prelate to extend congratulations on ills
safe return and to hear his vivid descrip
tion of his travels.
The Bishop ceitainly looks much

Improved by his trip, having gain¬
ed some In flesh and brightened
up in color. A reporter of the
Intkluokkceb being on board managed
to put in a few questions in the lulls ol
conversation. He asked the Bishop
during a pause In the chatter, to give him
a running account of his trip, to which
the reverend gentleman replied as follows:
I left America on the lltb of February,
and arriving at Antwerp traversed France
to Paris, making a hurried trip; thence
down to the southern part, to the famous
watering place, Nice, and afterwards vis¬
ited Lourdee. I then took the sea-
shoto route to Italy, visited Genoa and
all plwea of interest, including Naples,
Rome and Venice. The Bishop, contin¬
uing, said he had traveled through Ger¬
many, Austria, Holland, Belgium, Hun¬
gary, England and Ireland. In the mean¬
time it must not be forgotten that he
visited all the principal cities of these
countries, never missing all points of in¬
terest.
The Bishop havingspoken of Ireland we

asked what impression be had of it?
He said it appeared to he a good coun-

try, hnt It had suffered greatly from fam¬
ine, the details ol which the public are al
ready acquainted with. "I found," said
the Bishop, "that the people were just re¬

covering from a long struggle with starva¬
tion, and that they were prospering as

well as could be expected. The trial was
a severe one to them, and had they not
been aided as they were, starvation would
undoubtedlyhave been the fate of many."
" What does the present land agitation

amount to to?" we asked.
"It will not revert to the benefit of the

people, I think," said the Bishop. " My
mpression is that the movement is in the
hands ol leaders who havo not the entire
confidence 0f the poople, and that they
are only making political capital out of
the question for themselves."
"Bishop, we hear a great deal of riots

in Ireland. Have you any knowledge as
to the influence they have on the peo-
plo?"

r

"I have also heard the roports, and can

say that they are instituted by people who
are not worthy of the attention bestowed
upon them. They arp generally incited
by an irresponsible class, who, for the sake
of notoriety would hesitate at nothing.
The general eoodltlou of the country at

present is hopeful and the people cheer¬
ful. Tho crops promise a splendid yiold,
snd if no unforseen circuimtanco inter¬
venes the worst may be said to iiave been
safely tided over.
"In England," said the Bishop in an-

awer to an inquiry of the reporter, "I only
visited three cities, London, of course,
Liverpool and Manchester. I found the
country teeming with industry and the
people generally prosperous. As one
would naturally suppose it was a contrast
to Ireland, where the main occupation
of the people is the cultivation of a meaare
piece of ground.

I rejoiced to witness the
deep hold be had secured upon your af¬
fections, by hie long and saintly labors for
your souls. It wae an augury that if I fol¬
lowed his apostolic example, f too would

The experience of five
years has more than satisfied me that little
as I have been able to do (or the pro¬
motion o! their spiritual interests I have
tbe love anil confidence ol iny. pen-
pie.

I am delighted to be back home
ageln after laying Uie tribute of your and
mv own allegiance at the feet of the Sov¬
ereign Pontiff, and receiving for myself
and my fleck his apostolic benedic¬
tion. (luring ipy protracted rambles
in foreign lands I often felt all
the truth of the poet's beautiful line,
"That there !b no place like home," bnt
the warm, cordial welcome which you
have tendered mo, greatly enhances this
pleasure. Permit me to thank you from
ray heart for this grand ovation which I
have received at your hands, and let me
assure you that whatever advantages may
accrue from my truvols abroad, shall he
devoted without stint to the cause of re¬

ligion. i come back home with new

strength.that is yours and shall be spent
for you. I return with a more extended
and personal knowledge of a large part of
the great European world, and as far as
that knowledge may be (subservient to
rood it shall be ueed to promote your
best interests.
Tbe Bishop then remarked that his visit

had left two impressions indelibly stamped
upon bU mind; namely, that if political
freedom were conducive to habits of virtue,
no people in the world should outstrip us
in moial goodness. He then contrasted
our free institutions with the military
despotism of Continental Europe, which
was dragging the nations back into barba¬
rism. Be was also deeply impressed with
tlio fact that in no land which he had
visited had tbe church a fairer field for
accomplishing her divine mission for the
salvation ot souls, than beneath the star-
spangled banner of our own glorious
union. lie then alluded to the open and
secret; persecution to which religion
was exposed in most of the European
States, and expressed the hope that such
a state of things tpigbt never exist In our
own country. After again thanking all for
their cordial reception, he concluded by
giving to tbe assembled multitude hfs
Episcopal benediction.
When the Bishop concluded bii re¬

marks, his auditor*, or aa many ol them
as were Catholics, knelt and received bis
benediction, after which many ol them
withdrew into the church where a select
choir under the directorship of Mrs. M.
E. Whlttaker, rondered a Te Deum with
fine elfect. This ended tbe demonstra¬
tions of the dsy.
While within the Cathedral we noticed

that the Interior bad been completely met¬
amorphosed, indeed, so beautified that we
hardly recognited it. The lofty ceilings
are frescoed andcalciminsd, the windows
repainted so that now our Cathedral will
comparo very favorably with any in thy
country.
